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PROCEEDINGS 


The Twentieth Annual Session of the Brunswick-Wac- 
camaw Association met with the Spring Hill Baptist Church 
- October 22, 1931. 


The association was called to order at 11:30 o’clock by 
the President, Rev. D. C. Gore, who lined hymn “Come ye 
that love the Lord,’ etc. By this time the delegates and 
ministers had seated themselves. He then asked Rey. S.P.

Rev. Gore then arose and said: My 
brethren, we have now met in the two consolidated bodies 
to give homage to our God, and I have vrayed for this time, 
and God has given us victory over sin and satan, and we 
have arrived at this point. He also said: The program now 
calls fo1 30 minutes praise service.

then Bro. H. A. Lennon praised God for proJonging his life. 
Rev. K. S. Davis praised God for keeping him. Song ser- 
vice led by Bro. T. M. Martin, then he praised God for en- 
abling him to talk for Jesus. Song service led by Deacon 
C. T. Troy who praised God for fixing it for him. 


Bro. M. D. Hemingway praised God for saving him. Bro. 
T. Hill praised God for helping him live a Christian life. 
Bro. 8. M. Brooks praised God for enabling him to meet the 
brethren. Song service led by Bro. James Faulk, who then 
praised God for his blood that He shed on the cross for the 
salvation of men. Song service Jed by Bro. T. M. Martin, 
then Bro. Altimore Walker praised God for salvation. 


Song service by Bro. McKoy who then praised God for 
his goodness. Thus closed the praise service for the A. M. 


Rey. Gore then arose and lined hymn “Bless be the tie 
that binds,” etc., then said: According to program it was 
time for the Introductory Sermon. Rev. R. W. Benson was 
slated for the occasion and was called to the rostrum, as- 
sociated by Rev. Davis. Rev. Davis lined hymn No. 449 
which was sung to C. M. 
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Then Rev. Benson arose and after some preliminary re- 
marks he used for a text the Ist chapter of St. John and Ist 
verse, subject ‘‘Let us rise and go forward.” The Holy 
Ghost met him on the line and he gave every one his por- 
tion. At his conclusion Rev. Davis led in song service, 
“This little light of mine I am going to let it shine,” then 
led us to a throne of grace. Bro. Martin led in song ser- 
vice. Collection $2.55. By motion the association stand 
adjourned till 2:30. Benediction by Rev. R. W. Benson. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


The association met according to adjournment and was 
called to order by its President. Rev. John Mishue and 
Bro. T. M. Martin were asked to conduct devotional ser- 
vices. Bro. Martin lined hymn No. 378 C.M. Rev. Mishue 
read the 16th chapter of St. Luke for a lesson, then led us 
to a throne of grace. Second hymn No. 344 was lined by 
Bro. Martin. Then Rev. Gore arose and made some timely 
remarks and declared the meeting open and ready for busi- 
ness: The enrollment claimed the attention of the associa- 
tion at this juncture.

At this point Rev. W. H. Moore presented the vis- 
itors, Rev. J. H. Matthews, pastor Central Baptist Church 
of Wilmington, Rev. S. H. Newkirk and Rev. W. Williams. 
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They all spoke along the line of Christianity, and at their 
conclusion a motion prevailed that the annual fees of all 
Ministers, Deacons and Delegates be turned over to a com- 
mittee, Rev. G. W. Billips and Altimore Walker. The asso- 
ciation then proceeded to its business. 


Topic, “The place of the Church in the Community 
life,” by Revs. W. C. Pope and G. W. Billips, who gave this 
topic justice in every phase. By motion we stand adjourn- 
ed till 80’clock. Benediction by Rev. Billips. 


THURSDAY NIGHT SESSION 


Met according to adjournment and called to order by 
Rev. Billips who asked Revs. R. W. Benson and P. W. Rig- 
eons to conduct devotional service; both consented and as- 
cended the rostrum. Rey. Rigeons lined hymn 424 which 
was chanted by the Spring Hill Choir; then Rev. Benson 
read the 6th chapter of St. John as a lesson. Bro. G. S. 
Frink led in a very fervent prayer; second hymn 417 lined 
by Rev. Benson. Deacon C. T. Troy led in prayer, after 
which song service was led by Rev. Billips. Rev. Gore then 
arose and said it was time for the local program to be ren- 
dered by the church and asked Rev. J. M. Mallette, pastor 
of said church, to take the chair; he consented and after 
some remarks asked Miss Beatrice Best to act as M. C.; she 
proceeded by calling Rev. Mallette to deliver the welcome 
on part of the Church; he came forth and presented Miss 
Ruth Lennon to act in his stead. She came forward and her 
address was so profound it made our hearts rejoice and feel 
welcome in this community. On part of the Deacon Board 
by Deacon B. A. George; our hearts rejoiced to hear such 
splendid words from the Deacon. Music by the Choir. On 
part of the Trustee Board by Rev. G. A. Best who made 
things pleasant for the association. On part of the Sunday 
School by Mr. Joe Sumpter, Supt., who also gave stimula- 
tion to all present. On part of the B. Y. P.U. by Miss M. 
L. Borden who with all her heart made the young people 
glad. On part of Education by Prof. J. C. Baggett, princi- 
pal of the Spring Hill Elementary School, who welcomed us 
to the services of the teachers. A solo was sung by Miss M. 
L. Borden. Address by Mr. Altimore Walker. Response on 
part of the association by Dr. W. H. Moore who accepted 
the above with gratitude; at his conclusion song service by 
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Rey. Billips. Rev. Gore then arose and ordered the regular 
procedure of the program. Rev. J. P. Simpkin who was slat- 
ed to preach at this hour, was called to the stand, and he 
came forth in an humble way and used for a text the 2nd 
chapter of Nehemiah and 6th verse, subject “Stumble not 
from wall to wall but have a mind to work.’ While this able 
divine talked our hearts rejoiced, and he preached a splen- 
did sermon. At his conclusion Rev. Billips led in song ser- 
vice. Rev. E. D. Wamie led in a very fervent prayer. Song 
service led by Rev. Mallette. 

At this juncture Rev. Wamie, Prof. Murph, Rey. Boone, 
Prof. Baggett, Miss Romer, and Mrs. Murphy were intro- 
duced to the association and received with much gratitude. 
Then a collection of $2.05 was raised. We then adjourned to 
meet Friday morning, Oct. 23, at 9:30 o’clock.

FRIDAY MORNING SESSION 


The association met according to adjournment and was 
called to order by the President, Rev. Gore, who asked Rey. 
P. W. Rigeon and Bro. T. M. Martin to conduct devotional 
services. Hach consented and ascended the rostrum. Hymn 
400 was lined by Rev. Rigeon, then Bro. Martin read the 
10th chapter of Jer. for a lesson and offered prayer. Second 
hymn 878 was lined by Rev. Rigeons. The President then 
arose and made some timely remarks and declared the meet- 
ing open and ready for business. Minutes of the previous 
day’s session were read and adopted by motion. At this 
juncture the various ccmmittees were appointed: On Sun- 
day School, Altimore Walker, V. C. Maultsby, S.M. Brooks; 
on Education, Dr. J: R. Matthews, Dr. W.H. Moore, Gradie 
Gore; on Periodicals, J. F. Baldwin, K.S. Davis, Willie 
Ford, R. L. Gore; on Obituary, G. W. McKoy, Willie Troy, 
M. D. Hemingway; on Mission, Revs. P. W. Rigeons, S. P. 
Simpkins, K. 8. Davis, H. C. Shird; on New Bodies, Revs. 
J. M. Mallette, G. W. Billips, D. C.Gore; on Officers, Revs. 
R. W. Benson, R. A. Wooten, Hugh Chavis, G. 8. Frink; on 
Temperance, Zeno Davis, T. M. Martin, L. W. Faison; on P. 
O. Addresses, W. H. Gore, Rev. W. D. Mitchell. 

At this juncture the President of Shaw University was 
expected upon the church campus. Dr. Moore asked that 
an escorting committee be appointed, viz: Revs. G. W. Bil- 
lips, R. A. Wooten, Profs. W. H. Gore and Altimore Walker. 
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Rev. E. D. Buoy and Bro. 8. P. McMas of Lumber Riv- 
er Association were introduced. 

Topic, “The religious and educational needs of the 
Church,” was ably discussed by Rev. R. A. Wooten and Dr. 
Moore; each showed that the church was suffering for re- 
ligious education. At their conclusion Rev. W. C. Williams 
of Durham, N.C., Rev. Worley and Rev. Sparks of Lumber- 
ton were introduced and each made some timely remarks. 

It was suggested that we take five minutes recreation, 
then re-assemble to hear a sermon by Dr. Matthews. 

After recreation the association re-assembled and was 
called to order by Rev. Gore. Rev. Matthews and his asso- 
ciates were invited tothe rostrum. Rev.S,J. Bryant lined 
hymn “Amazing grace, how sweet the sound,” etc. Rev. 
Wheeler led us to a throne of grace. Second hymn 260, was 
sung toS. M. Then Rev. Gore arose and presented Rev. 
Matthews who came forward and after some preliminary re- 
marks he used for a text Gen. 1:1, subject “The footprints 
of God.” He preached a very good sermon, logically and 
spiritually, and at his conclusion Deacon C. T. Troy invok- 
ed the blessings of God upon ns. Then Dr. W. H. Moore 
came forth and delivered an address on Shaw, and at his 
conclusion acollection was raised to the amount of $7.70. 


By this time Dr. J. H. Nelson, President of Shaw Uni- 
versity, had arrived and was met by the committee and es- 
corted in. At the same time the college yell was given and 
the clapping of the hands in honor of the first Negro Presi- 
dent of Shaw University. Dr. Moore then introduced Dr. 
Nelson who arose with a smile for his co-workers, and took 
up the past record of Shaw and said: Out of the great num- 
ber of physicians that were in the state, 400 of them were 
eraduates of Shaw, as well as many other professional men 
and women, and its past record has stood untarnished. But, 
he said, “I am asking for the co-operation of ali the Bap- 
tists of North Carolina, as we want to do as wellin the fu- 
ture as we have done in the past.” The writer was not able 
to record all of the Doctor’s address. At his conclusion the 
Dr. Moore responded on part of the association. 

A motion prevailed to stand adjourned till 2:30 o’clock. 
Benediction by Dr. Moore.

The association met on time, 8 o’clock and was called to 
order by Rev. Billips who led in song service, ‘“‘Everybody 
needs a judgment lawyer,’ etc. Bros.J. T. Williams and 

srown led the devotions. Hymn 422 lined by Bro. Brown, 
which was chanted by the choir. Bro. Brown also read a 
part of the 1st chapter of Revelation for a lesson, then Bro. 
Williams ied us to a throne of grace. Second hymn 176 was 
chanted by the choir. Then Rey. Billips arose and made 
Some timely remarks, then declared the meeting open and 
ready for the dispatch of business. The committee on Sun- 
day School read their report and the same was received and 
adopted. (See report) Song service led by Rev. J. M. Mal- 
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lette. Then Rev. Billips arose and said, according to pre- 
vious announcement it was time for the President’s Ad- 
dress and asked the audience to give attention to the speek- 
er.

The association met according to adjournment and was 
called to order by Rev. Gore, who called Bros. 8S.

(See report) The committee on Mission 
read their report and the same was adopted. (See report) 


Proxie delegate, W. H. Gore for the B.Y.P.U., brought 
ereetings and a donation of $2.00. A vote of thanks was 
given to them for their loyalty to the association. 

The delegates from Shaw University, Revs. D. C. Gore 
and G. A. Best, made a verbal and the same was adopted. 

The committee on Periodicals made their report and 
the same was adopted. (See report) The committee on En- 
rollment read their report. (See Honorary Roll) The Treas- 
urer, Secretary and Auditor read their reports and the same 
were adopted. (See reports) The Finance Committee read 
their report and the same was adopted. (See report) 


The President then arose and said, according to pro- 
gram it was time for the Educational sermon. Rev. J. W. 
Williamson was invited to the rostrum, associated by Rev. 
J. W. Wheeler. Rev. Wheeler lined hymn 260 S. M. which 
was sung by the congregation; he also read the 14th chap- 
ter of John for a lesson.

$2.23. They received this amount gladly and tendered many 
thanks. Just here a motion prevailed that the afternoon 
session be given to the W. H. M. Society. By motion we 
stand adjourned to meet at 8 o'clock tonight.

SATURDAY NIGHT SESSION 


Met according to adjournment, and was called to order 
by Rev. Gore. Devotions led by Rev. Wooten. Hymn No. 
164 was sung. He then read 46th Psalms for a lesson. Dea- 
con Zeno Davis led us to a Throne of Grace. Second hymn, 
No. 376 was lined by Rev. Wooten. The congregation join- 
ed in singing. Then Rev. Gore arose and introduced the 
speaker of the hour, Rev. G. W. Billips who came forth in 
an humble way using for a text Psalms 27:4.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. This Association shall be denominated and known as 
the Brunswick-Waccamaw Association. 


Art. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of 
Christ’s kingdom among men. and the means of accomplishing this 
shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 


Art. 3. This Association shall consist of delegates and messengers 
- chosen from the churches constituting. The delegates.shall bear let- 
ters from their respective churches, certifying their appointment and 
giving information in relation to the condition of the church. 


Art. 4. Any minister or pastor of this Association shall be recog- 
nized as a delegate to this Association,andany minister in good stand- 
ing may become an annual member of this body by the payment of 
$1.00 annually, or a life member by the payment of $3.50. 


Art. 5. This Association shall choose annually a President, a Re- 
cording Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall continue in office until 
their successors are elected. 


Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the President to enforce an observ- 
ance of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide 
all questions of order and give the casting vote in case of a tie, 


Art. 7. The Reeording Secretary shall make a faithful record of 
the proceedings of the Association, superintend their printing and 
distribution among the churches. 


Art. 8. The Treasurer shall receive and keep all the funds that 
come into the Association, and keep a faithful and accurate account of 
all receipts and disbursements, and report same at each annua! ses- 
sion of this body. 


Art. 9. This Association may have an Auxiliary Missionary So- 
ciety and an Executive Board cf not less than five nor more than seven 
members. Said Board shall be convened for the transaction of busi- 
ness upon tke call of the President of the Association, and shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are known, and be responsible for 
their official acts to the Association. 


Art.10. This Association shall not maintain permanent fellow- 
ship with any of her churches or ministers who neglect to observe 
gospel order, or her members whotreat this Constijution with con- 
tempt. 


Art.11. It may be the perogative of this Association to invite 
visitors and messengers to seats with us, whc may speak on all sub- 
jects and enjoy all privileges except that of voting. 


Art. 12. The following committees shall be appointed: Ist, Com- 
mittee on Devotional Service; 2nd, Committee on Finance; 3rd, Com- 
mittee on Petitionary Setters and Correspondence. Other Commit- 
tees may be appointed whenever it shall be deemed prudent. 


Art. 13. There shall be by appointment of this Association an In- 
troductory Sermon ofa denominational] character. 
' Art. 14. The Executive Board shall have power to receive church- 
es into the Association at any ofits regular meetings. 
_ Art. 15. Mach church may forma Home Missionary Society whose 
funds shall be turned over to the Association. 
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Art. 16. Each Deacon shall pay 50 cents annually, each Licentiate 
$1.00, each Ordained Minister $1.50, each Pastor pastoring within our 
bounds not belonging to this body shall pay $1.00 each and the church 
to which they belong shall be responsible for the same, and shall pay 
25 cents for each member represented. Forty per cent for associa- 
tion and sixty per cent for education. 

Art. 17. There shall be a Missionary chosen at each annual session 
of this Association, whose duty it shall be to visit each church not less 
than twice each year tosee where churches need to be organized and | 
to build up broken down places, and supply churches with gospel food 
where they are in need. 

Art. 18. No minister who wilfully fails to pay his just debts will 
be recognized as in good standing. 

Art. 19. The officers of the Executive Board shall consist of Elders 
and Deacons. 

Art. 20. There shall not be any money drawn out of the treasury 
except by order of the Association at an annual session, or by an ord- 
er of the Executive Board, which order shall be of no value except it 
be signed by the President and Secretary. 

Art. 21. The annual session of this Association shall commence 
on Thursday before the fourth Sunday in October at such place asmay 
be chosen. 

Art. 22. This Constitution may be amended at any annual session 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 


BY-LAWS 


Art. 1. The meetings of this Association shall be opened by sing- 
ing and reading of the Scriptures and prayer, and close with the ben- 
ediction. 

Art. 2. Every motion made and properly seconded shall be opened 
for discussion. 

Art. 3. The officers of this body shall be elected by a rising vote. 

Art. 4. No person shall be allowed 10 speak more than twice on 
the same subject without permission from the President. 

Art. 5. Every person who wishes to speak must rise from his seat 
and address the President. 

Art. 6. All questions except those that relate to an alteration of 
the Constitution shall be decided by a majority of members present. 

Art. 7. All whispering without the consent of the President shall 
be considered disorderly. i 

Art. 8. No person shall leave the house without permission an 
the presiding officer. 

Art. 9. In all cases due regard shall be exercised for the feelings * 
of other members.

And faith- 
ful in the service we promise to others, endeavoring in the purity of 
ne and good will to all men, to exemplify and commend our holy 
faith. 


We further engage to watch over, to pray, toexhort and to stir 
up each other unto every good word and work, to guard each other’s 
reputation, not needlessly exposing the infirmaties of others, to par- 
ticipate in each other’s joys and with tender sympathy bear each oth- 
er’s burdens and sorrows, to cultivate Christian courtesy, to be slow 
to give or take offense, but always ready for reconciliation, being 
mindful of the rules of the Savior in the 18th chapter of Matthew, to 
secure it without delay and through life, amid evil report and good 
report, to seek to live to the glory of God, who hath called us out of 
darkness into His marvelous light. 

When we remove from this place we engage as soon as possible 
to unite with some other church, where we can carry out the spirit of 
the Covenant and the principles of God’s word.
